Ce futle cas de Colin 
Andrews, ingénieur électricien, qui a fondé 
le Circles Phenomenon Research Interna- 
tional, ou encore des Américains du BLT 
Research Team, du nom de ses trois fonda- 
teurs — Burke, Levengood, Talbott. L'équipe 
BLT garantit avoir étudié des centaines de 
plants, provenant de différents ronds de 
blé, sur une période de plus de dix ans.

Comment interpréter tout ça ? « Personnel- 
lement, je n'en sais rien », avoue Nancy Talbott.

The Latest Speculations of tlie Ästžomo= 
mers in Megurd to Thin $fysterkoda 
Orb—No Longer Acco for Wulx 
and Disastern—Jts Annual Inútidations. 
Mars may well be termed theplavet 
of romance, says Miss Mary Proetor 
in St. Nicholas, since more romativcs 
have heen told cónéerüiüg it than 
abont any other planet inthe sclar 
system, In ancient times it was 
selectod as the planet of war on ac- 
count of its ruddy light, its symbol 
being the spear aud shield of the old 
Assyrian warriors. But the evil quali- 
ties attributed to the ruddy Lues of 
Mars by people believing it planctary 
influences bave long ago been con- 
signed to the realms of romance, and 
Mars is no longer held accountable 
for the wars and disasters that take 
place on plauet Earth. 

Seen through a fine telescope, Mars 
presents the appearance of a miniature 
earth floatiug ovorbend, the ruddy 
markings indicating land, the green- 
ish markings outlining seas and water- 
courses, while white caps adorn the 
regions corresponding to the polar re- 
gions on earth, The rstronomor, 
the quiet and ense of his observatory, 
cau make a study of these regions, 
which may not as yet have over been 
seen by the iuhabitants of Mars be: 
cause of the daugers which prevent 
access to them. We may well doubt 
whether the bravest Martian ever suc- 
ceeded in reaching either pole of the 
planet. Yet onr eyes have rosted on 
those polar regions, oven on the very 
poles themselves, In the same way 
an observer on Mars might direct a 
telescope toward those arctic regions 
of our earth which tho most daring of 
our explorers have in vain atten 
to reach, 

Mars turns round on [ts asis just 
as the Cart docs, oseopt that the day 
lasts longer thau the on earth.

In 1877 Schiaparelli observed somo 
peculiar lines on the surface of the 
planet Ware, and he called them 
canale. For nine years Le was the 
ouly astronomer who could see them; 
aud when, in 1881, he further an- 
nonneed that the canals knd doubled, 
it was supposed for atime that the 
Milanese astronomer was ibe victim 
of nu illusion. However, since then 
the result of his observations of the 
canals of Mars have been abandantl 
coufirmed both in Europe nud Ameri- 
ca, especially at the Lick observatory 
aud the Flag:tull observatory. Tho 
observations made by Mr. Lowel! at 
the latter observatory and those 
already made by Schiaparelli tend to 
make us feel very much at bome on 
planet Mars. However, it is neces- 
sary to state that Mr. Lowell's theo- 
ries are uot generally received among 
astronomers us satisfactorily estab- 
lished at present, but they are well 
worthy of consideration. : 
The canals are not visible during 
the winter season on Mars, but as 
springtime advances they make their 
appearance ns faint, dark lines, grow- 
wider and wider until they are fifty 
miles across, and then, by way of 
variety, they double. In fact single 
canals have been known to double 
themselves literally nt n day's uotice, 
tke twin canals running along side by 
side liko railroad tracks; only in this 
instance the railroad tracks are sep- 
arated by a distance of over two or 
three hundrod miles. Some of the 
canals extend to n distance varying 
from three hundred to npward of font 
thousand miles, and appear to be as 
accurately straight as lines can be np- 
ou a sphere. The cann!s seem to meet 
at a number of small spots or junc- 
tions, which have been termed “lakes” 
by Schiaparelli, amd ''onsis" by Mr. 
Lowell. These small spots are scat- 


tered over the ruddy portion of the | 
planet's surface, forming a curious 


network with the canals, the spots e: 
the junction of the canals being as 
important a feature as the canals 
thamselves.
